| Lonpon, May 12.--The International 
Fisheries Exhibition was opened to-day 
with great éclat by the Prince of Wales.

CROOK SAFE 


From Official Red Tape—Opinions 
of the War Department. 
Wasaincton, D. C, May 12.—The 
Secretary of War this evening received 
information from General Crook’s com- 
mand. There are no apprehensions as 
to his safety. Close examination of the 


text of the convention between the 
| United States and Mexico, in the hands 
of a diplomat here, shows that General 


Crook certainly has not violated 
its provisions. There is no 
foundation for theo report that 


he will be in danger of court martial 
for disobedience of orders or that his 
acts would cause disturbance of the 
friendly relations between the United 
States and Mexico. The War Depart- 
ment officials expect that the forces of 
Mexia and General Crook will be able 
to either hem in the Apaches, starve 
them, or destroy them by superior 
forces. The War Department is not 
advised of the number of the command 
rwhich General Crook has taken with 
him. That is a matter of detail known 
at the department ot the headquarters 
of General Crook, a report of which has 
not yet been forwarded to Washington. 


$4,250,000 TO PAY. 


The Fair Matrimonial Partner- 
ship Dissolved p. d.q. 
Virainta, Nev., May 12.—The di- 
vorce suit of Theresa Fair vs. James G. 
Fair came up in the District Court this 
morning. R.S. Mesick appeared for 
the plaintiff, M. N. Stone of this city 
and Samuel M. Wilson, of San Francis- 
eo,for the defendant. Stone submitted a 
general demurrer to the complaint on 
the ground that it did not state facts 
sufficient to constitute a cause of action. 
The demurrer was submitted without 
argument and was at once overruled by 
the court. Stone then said the defense 
would file no answer to the complaint. 
Mesick asked that the court appoint 
to-day to hear proofs, also that the ex- 
amination be conducted privately. The 
Court appointed 12 o’clock m., for the 
purpose specified. At 12 o’clock the 
Court met, but the reporters were ex- 
cluded.

The Big Job that Editor Pulitzer 
Has Before Him. 

New York, May 12.—The change in 
the ownership and management of the 
World has created considerable interest 
in the community, especially among 
the Democracy, as Mr. Pulitzer in his 
salutatory announced that the paper 
would not recognize either the Tilden 
or the. Kelly factions—only a united 


party. Interviews with prominent 
Democrats of all classes show that this 
is approved. Abram 8S. Hewitt, the 
well-known Congressman, said that Mr. 
Pulitzer undertakes a praiseworthy but 
difficult task in insisting on Dem- 
ocratic union and ignoring political 
factions. ‘‘I have been trying to stamp 
out factions in the Democratic party of 
this country, and have not succeeded 
yet. When I started the county democ- 
racy movement I thought it would unite 
all factions into one broad Democratic 
organization, but instead of quelling 
Tammany Hall and Iriving Hall, the 
county democracy has added another 
faction to those already existing.
